Three Thousand More Men Thrown Out of 
Employment, 

Pitrtrspcre, October 7.—A lockout at Oliver 
Bros., and Pittsburg rolling mills begau this 
morning, and three thousand more men -were 
added to the already large number out of 
eniployment in this city. The men positively 
refused to accept 12'4 per cent reduction, and 
the firms gave no orders to light fires.

The mills cannot resume, how- 
ever, Without the assistance of unskilled la- 
bor. The strikers are indignant at the firm’s 
action ih ordering a reduction which is unnec- 
essary, and threats are made to-night that if an 
attempt be made to fill their places with other 
workmen there will be acne, 
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REVISION OF EXTRADITION LAWS. 


Iiow the Elysium of the Defaulter Can Be

Montreat, October 7,—At the quarterly 
meeting of the board of trade this evening the 
presid nt read a letter from the 
justice in response to the request that efforts 
be made to revise the extradition treaty in 
view of the alarming increase in defalcations 
and the immunity that defaulters enjoy.
